No it cannot be doue; boys have got to 
know that they art* oblige*! to oboy, they 
will not tlo it of their own free will nor 
out of respect to any officer. I ani aware 
that many people will differ with me, but 
experience is my teacher. Some will say 
that when a boy goes at a man with a 
knife, as some have done, that they 
should treat them kindly—love them. 
But, O what folly, what nonsense! Such 
I Kus should be punished severely as they 
leserve; 
this 
has 
been done ami 
I 
believe 
nothing 
more, 
well 
remember 
in 
tho 
caso 
of 
the boy Plank, that there has been so 
much said about, how, after lie recovered 
from his mad fit (for it was nothing else 
that ailed him) lie went hobbling around 
for a long time, but when he was let out 
of the Correction House lie play ed about 
the yard as lively as any boy in th 
school. 
What class of boys is it that the public 
have so much regard for and sympathize 
so deeply with?
